The  work,  a 42  page  pamphlet,,  published  by 
Mr.  Andrews  at  50  cts.  per  copy,  describes 
the  minute  variations  in  dies  of  over  400  cop- 
per cents,  beginning  with  1816,  and  continu- 
ing until  the  end  of  the  coinage,  in  1857. 
Each  date,  obverse  and  reverse,  is  under  a 
separate  heading,  with  a numerical  arrange- 
ment for  the  obverses  and  an  alphabetical  one 
for  the  reverses,  also  a short,  concise,  and 
easily  understood  system  of  definitions,  occu- 
pying not  over  one  line  lor  each  variation, 
tabulated,  and  referring  to  the  position  of 
curl  to  date,  of  star  to  coronet,  points  of 
leaves  to  legend,  etc.  Striking  peculiarities  in 
date,  cracked  dies,  etc.,  are  also  enumerated, 
and  in  its  present  shape  the  work  of  Mr.  An- 
drews will  prove  of  positive  interest  and  use- 
fulness to  collectors  of  the  cents  issued  from 
1816  to  1857,  decidedly  superior  in  every 
particular  to  his  former  work  on  the  subject. 
Twenty-five  copies  are  printed  on  thick  pa- 
per, with  blank  leaves  inserted. 

A new  enterprise  in  the  philatelic  field  is 
the  Empire  City  Philatelist,  published 
monthly  by  Mr.  A.  M.  Crouter,  155  West 
Broadway,  New  York.  Nicely  printed  on 
thick  paper,  and  replete  with  interesting, 
well  digested  articles  on  stamps  and  kindred 
subjects,  including  coins,  this  well  edited 
journal  ought  certainly  to  win  a host  of  sub- 
scribers among  the  philatelists  of  the  United 
States. 

HOW  TO  CLEAN  AND  PRESERVE 
SILVER  COINS. 

Coin  buyers  have  not  failed  to  observe  that 
many  of  the  silver  coins  offered  in  American 
sales  have  a clean,  slightly  worn  appearance, 
and  are  of  a dull  white  color,  soft  and  smooth 
to  the  touch.  This  is  due  to  the  use  of  a so- 


lution  of  cyanide  of  potassium,  into  which  the 
tarnished  coins  are  dipped,  a mixture  good 
enough  in  its  immediate  effect,  but  highly  in- 
jurious to  the  permanent  preservation  of  the 
coins  in  all  their  sharpness  and  beauty,  be- 
cause, besides  destroying  small  spots  of  cor- 
rosion. or  the  tarnish  of  proof  sets,  it  actually 
decomposes  and  removes  a small  but  not  in- 
appreciable quantity  of  the  metal  from  the 
entire  surface  of  the  coins.  To  prove  this,  dip 
a copper  coin  in  the  solution  after  it  has 
been  used  for  a number  of  silver  coins,  and 
the  copper  is  soon  silvered.  The  solution,  if 
used  at  all,  should  be  quite  weak,  and  the 
e^reatest  caution  exercised,  but  the  best  way 
is  to  discard  it  altogether.  An  excel- 
lent means  to  clean  silver,  not  badly  corroded, 
is  to  dip  for  5 minutes  in  spirits  of  ammonia, 
wash  with  soft  castile  soap  in  lukewarm  wa- 
ter, dip  for  a moment  in  hot  rain  water,  and 
dry  by  evaporation.  No  harm  to  the  coin  can 
come.  The  best  known  receipt  for  preserv- 
ing proof  sets,  etc.,  in  perfect  condition  is  that 
furnished  to  the  readers  of  this  paper  by  Mr. 
C.  A.  llilpert,  a collector  of  Chicago: 

R.  Six  parts  of  caustic  soda  disolved  in 
water  until  the  hydrometer  marks  20  deg. 
^BaumeT  To  this  solution  add  4 parts  of 
oxide  of  zinc,  and  boil  down  until  it  is  disolv- 
ed; add  sufficient  water  to  bring  the  solution 
down  to  10  deg.  (Baume).  Paper  or  clotJi 
soaked  in  this  solution  will  prevent  the  most 
highly  polished  or  the  brightest  surface  from 
the  tarnishing  action  of  the  sulphureted  hy- 
drogen, so  noticeable  in  the  air  of  our  large 
cities  especially.  Coins  wrapped  in  this 
cloth  have  been  placed  in  a water  cioset  near 
the  opening  for  two  days,  and  were  not  chang- 
ed in  the  least. 

Fine  coins,  both  silver  and  copper,  should 
be  placed  in  tight-fitting  cabinets,  in  a dry, 
but  not  too  warm  room,  away  from  coal  burn- 
ing stoves,  and  should  be  handled  as  little  as 
possible.  h.xtraordinary  precautions,  such  as 


the  placing  of  each  coin,  wrapped  in  cotton, 
in  a separate  box,  its  frequent^  polishing,  oil- 
ihg,  etc.,  are  generally  worse  than  no  pre- 
cautions at  all.  The  finest  silver  coins,  as  re- 
gards preservation,  are  those,  which  soon  af- 
ter their  coinage,  have  remained  undistributed 
for  a number  of  years,  and  have  gradually  ac- 
quired that  hard  surface  of  unchangeable  col- 
or, so  pleasing  to  the  eye  and  gratifying  to 
the  taste  of  a true  lover  of  coins.

Nearly  all  the  other  coins  sold  at  similar  ex- 
travagant figures,  and  it  may  also  be  said 
that  while  there  were  a large  number  of  fine 
modern  coins  and  a few  desirable  specimens 
of  Greek  coinage,  the  entire  lot  of  Roman 
coins  did  not  contain  a single  piece  that 
could  not  be  duplicated  at  short  notice,  not 
one  coin  a Jlevr  de  coin,  really  not  one  that 
could  be  called  fine.  If  this  was  the  case, 
why  should  these  coins,  rather  than  others, 
have  brought  such  extraordinary  high  prices, 
more  than  double  what  they  eost  Mr.  Smith  a 
few  weeks  before  ? The  only  reason  we  can 
assign  is  that  Mr.  Scott,  who  bought  over  2-3 
of  the  entire  collection,  appeared  to  hold  un- 
limited bids,  and  perhaps  some  other  collec- 
tor gave  unlimited  bids  also,  at  any  rate  some 
one  else  had  orders  to  buy  (?)  at  terribly 
high  prices  nearly  everything  that  Mr.  Scott 
bid  upon.  The  result  was  highly  gratifying 
to  Mr.  Smith,  but  disastrous  to  Mr,  Scott’s 
customer,  for  he  paid  the  highest  prices 
ever  paid  for  Roman  and  other  coins  in  poor 
to  fine  condition.
